FULL of the idea of their future happinefs, he 
determined to ofiainall that remained neceflary 
for its completion, which was the fanction of 
that higher power to which all the Lamas of Thi- 
bet are fubject : he inftantly difpatched meffen: 
gers to the Great Lama, who refides at Tonker, 
with whom his influence was fo great, that he 
had no doubt he fhould obtain whatever he might 
atk, although unprecedented in the laws of Thi- 
bet ; laws which forbid the holy race of Lamas 
to jntermarry with any butof their own facred 
order.

This anfwer, far from removing the fufpente, 
created one a thonfand times moreterrible. The 
Lama Zarin thought it portended ruin to himfelf

He ceafed—and his words refounding from the 


lofty roof, gradually died upon the ear, till the

fame dreadful ftillnefs again prevailed through 
all'the building ;—and now, ata fignal given, 
the mutes removed the veils at the fame moment, 
and difcovered the heauteous perfons of Tarem- 
pou and Serinda. What language can defcribe 
the matchlefs grace of each, far lefs convey an 
adequate idea of that expreffion, with whicheach 
beheld the other in agonies of joy, fufpenfe, and 
rapture! But they gazed in filence, till, by an- 
other fignal from the throne, the father joined 
their hands ; and then Tarempou, as command- 
ed, embraced his lovely bride ; while the, una- 
bleto fupport this trying moment, fainted in his 
arms ;~and now, Tarempou, regardlefs of the 
prohibition, exclaimed, ‘‘ Help! my Serinda 
dies.”

The promife which 
this foolith Lama made, was literally fulfilled ; 
thefe daring rebels agaioft the laws of Thibet 
have feen, and been united to each other ; and 
the embrace which was permitted, was doomed 
to be the lait. Now, therefore, mutes, perform 
your office on Tarempon firft.” They accor- 
dingly bound the vidim, who was already gag- 
ged, to one of the altars, and were fixing the 
cord about his neck, when they defifted ona 
fudden, and proftrating themfelves before Ta- 
rempou, they performed the fame obeifance 
which is paid only to the heir of the facred throne 
of Tonker. A géneral ceniternation feized ail 
prefent; and the Supreme Lama, defcending 
from his throne, approached Tarempou; on 


_ whofe left thoulder, which had been uncovered 


by the executioners, he now perceived the myftic 
charatters with which the facred family of Thi- 
bet are always diftinguifhed at their birth. He 
faw the well-known mark, the voice of nature 
confirmed this teitimony of his fight ; and falling 
on the neck of Tarempou,he exclaimed, “‘ It ismy 
fon ! my long loft fon! quickly reitore his voice:

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The hiftory then explains this fudden event,

He had 
ferved inthe Otteman army ; he had been taken 
by the Koights ef Malta ; afterwards became 
fervant tea French officer, with whom he travel- 
ied through all Europe, and at length accompa- 
nied him to India ; here, inanengagement with 
the Mahrattas, he had been again taken pri- 
foner, and foldas a flave to fome merchants of 
Thibet ; by this means he came into the fervice 
of Lama Zarin, without knowing any thing of 
his origin, or the meaning of thofe characters 
which he bore on his left fhotider, and which 
had effected this wonderful difcovery. 

The hiftory concludes with faying, that Ta- 
rempou was wedded to the fair Serinda, and

While either of them are witbont flaw, they are 
truly and intrinfically Valuable ; but the flighteit 
blemifh is abfolate deftruction to them ; a fing!e 
feparate article (ewen a cup or faucer) if it re- 
ceives a wound or fracture, not only Jofes its 
own confequence, but ruins all its affociates : 
the whole fet, ef which it is an unworthy mem- 
ber, becomes broken and incomplete by the 
difafter, Sv ifa woman formed ef the fame brit 
tle porcelain, heediefsiy receives a blemish in 
her honour, her whole fet of perfections or ac- 
complifhments may be faid to be demolithed ; 
beauty, youth, fincerity, generofity, charity, and 
even repentance, are then of little worth. 

Though we have mentioned the women asa 
compofition of. clay, we fhall not fuppreis a ci- 
viler expreffion on the fame fubje& of a very ce- 
lebrated writer: “If the human race is formed 
of clay, the women are the porcelain.” Man

SINGULAR ANECDOTE OF A DIVER. 


OF all the divers who have given eny infor- 
mation from the bottom of the ocean, the famous 
Nicholas Vefce, mentioned by Kincher, is the 
mott celebrated ; the veracity of this account is 
pot in all refpects to be depended on, though 


Rincher affures us he bad it from the archives of 


the kings of Sicily, This famous diver, by his 
creat ili infwimining, and perfeverance under 
water, was furnamed the fith. This man from 
his infancy had been uifed to the fea, and gained 
a livelihood by diving for corals and oviters, 
which he fold to the villagers on fhore. From 
bis long acquaintance with the fea, it at length 
became almoft his natural element ; he has been 
known to fpend five days amongtt the waves, 
without any other provifion than what he caught 
there. He often fwain over Sicily to Calabria, 
2 moit dangerous paflage: and freqnently would 
fwim ameng the guiphs of the Lipari Mlands 
without the leaft apprehention of danger. 

Some mariners one day obferved fomething at 
a diftance from them inthe fea, which they fup- 
pofed to be a fea moniter; but upon a nearer 
view they found to be Nicholas, whom they took 


. jato their fhip. When they queftioned him where 
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he was going on fo rough a fea, and at fuch a 
diftance from land, he preduced a packet of 
Jetters, fattened up in a leather bag, which he 
was carrying to ene of the towns in italy. After 
ftopping with them fome time, and eating 4 
hearty meal, he took his leave, and jumped inate 
the fea, to purfue his voyage. 

Nature feemed to have affiftted him in a pecu- 
liar degree to bear the hardhhips of the deep; 
for the [paces between his fingers and toes were 
webbed like a goofe, and his cheft became fo 
very capacious, as to enable him to take in at 
one refpiration as much breath as would laft him 
the day. . 

Thefamte of this extraordinary man foonreach- 
ed the ears of Prederic, King of Sieily, who, ex- 
cited by a natural curiofity, ordered that he 
fhonld be brought before him. The king thought 
this a fair opportunity to gain fome certain in- 
telligence Ccofeerning the gttIph of Charibdis ; 
he therefore commanded the poor diver to ex- 
plore the bottom of this dreadful whirlpool, and 
ordered a golden cup to be flung into it, by way 
ef incitement. Nicholas, confcious of the dan- 
ger he was expofed to, ventured to remonttrate ; 


@ but the hopes of reward, the defire of pleafing 


the king, aod the encreafing of his own fame, at 
length prevailed, He immediately jumped into 
the guiph, ‘and was inftantly invifible. The 
king and his attendants waited with great anx- 
icty for three quarters of an hour on the fhore, 
and at laft pereeived him buffeting the waves 
withone hand, and holding the cup in triumph 
with the other: the cup was immediately made 
athe reward of his bold adventure. He was al- 
lowed time to refrefh himfelf, and was then 
brought again before the king, to relate the 
vonders he had been wirnefs of, He declares, 
fhe had been apprized of half the dangers he 
al to encounter, he fhould never have obeyed 
le king’s command, There are four obftacles, 
ue fays, which render the gulph terrible, not 
nly to men, but even tothe fifhes who inhabit 
t. The firtt, is the great ferce of water burit- 
ng up from the bottom, which requires great 
'rength to refift; fecondly the abruptnefs of the 
ocks, threatening deftrudtion on every fide ; 
hirdly, the force of the. whirlpool, dathing againit 
hofe rocks ; and fourthly, the quantity and fize 
} the polypus fith, fome of which appear aslafge 
‘inen, and ftick againit the rocks, projecting 
cir fibrous arms to entangle every thing that

CURIOUS CONTEST a 
ERETWEEN TWO RIVAL LOVERS, 

A German Anecdote. . 


WHEN Maximilian IJ. was Emperor of Ger- 
many, two gentlemen, the one a Spaniard, the 
other a German, having afked of him in marriage 
his natural daughter, the beautiful Helen Scarf- 
equinn ; the Emperor told them that he held both 
inequal eftimation, and withed that their ftrength 
and dexterity fhould decide the matter between 
themfeives.
